Shots Are Fired 



To Scare Officer

A Dawson Springs man 
pleaded guilty to second- 
degree wanton endangerment 
Friday as a result of firing 
shots in attempt to scare off 
an off-duty police officer and 
his girlfriend. 

On June 1 Offi¬ 
cer Lance Nosbush 
was taking a walk 
with his girlfriend 
on 4-H Camp Road 
when a truck driven 
by Bradley Latham, 

32, stopped in their 
path. Latham asked 
them what they were 
doing, and Nosbush 
told him they were just going 
for a walk. Latham then told 
them they would not be walk¬ 
ing on that road anymore. 
Latham fired his weapon and 
drove off. 


Latham was arrested by 
the Dawson Springs Police 
Department and charged with 
third-degree reckless driving, 
terroristic threatening, tamper¬ 
ing with physical evidence, dis¬ 
charging a firearm across a pub¬ 
lic road and first-degree crimi¬ 
nal abuse. Latham 
was charged with 
first-degree wanton 
endangerment by 
the Hopkins County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

Chief Jonathan 
Sholar said that 
Latham was given 
a plea bargain; if 
he pleaded guilty to 
second-degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment, the other 
charges would be dismissed.

To Paxton Media Group

The Mayfield Messen¬ 
ger has been sold to Pax¬ 
ton Media Group, it was 
announced.

Owensboro Health Plans 


New Outpatient Facilities

Owensboro Health is 
moving ahead with plans 
to build five outpatient 
facilities in Daviess, 
Hancock, Henderson, 
Hopkins and Muhlen¬ 
berg counties. 

On May 28, the Ken¬ 
tucky Economic Devel¬ 
opment Finance Author¬ 
ity board approved the 
issuance of bonds by 
Owensboro Health 
through KEDFA for the 
building projects. 

This “is the first step 
as part of the approval 
process to secure bond 
funding,” said Philip Pat¬ 
terson, OH president and 
CEO said. 

The bond issue, not 
to exceed $125 million, 
will be used to finance 
or refinance the “acqui¬ 
sition, construction 
and equipping of five 
Healthplex outpatient 
facilities,” according to 
KEDFA. 

Patterson said it’s 
also an opportunity for 
the health system to refi¬ 
nance existing bonds at a 
lower rate. 

The request for $125 
million was to ensure 
they wouldn’t have to 
go through the process 
again. 

“We do not believe we 
will meet that thresh¬ 
old,” Patterson said. 

According to Patter¬ 
son, the bond process 
will take several months 
to complete and some 
locations for the outpa¬ 
tient facilities are still 
being determined. 


Patterson said he’ll 
meet with Muhlenberg 
and Henderson county 
officials “in the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks as we final¬ 
ize those projects.” 

This news comes 
just eight days after 
Owensboro Health offi¬ 
cials confirmed the 
health system is plan¬ 
ning to build a $5.5 mil¬ 
lion outpatient clinic 
in the eastern part of 
Daviess County. 

Patterson told Daviess 
Fiscal Court last week 
that Owensboro Health 
plans to open the facility 
near the Kentucky 54 cor¬ 
ridor in April. 

Fiscal Court members 
approved a resolution 
supporting Owensboro 
Health’s efforts to secure 
up to $8 million in indus¬ 
trial revenue bonds from 
the Kentucky Economic 
Development Finance 
Authority for the proj¬ 
ect. 

OH also announced 
last week that it will 
build a $15 million 
outpatient facility in 
Madisonville. Hopkins 
Fiscal Court approved 
a resolution supporting 
the project. 

Patterson said the 
greatest needs iden¬ 
tified in community 
health needs assess¬ 
ments are access 
to care. Owensboro 
Health, he said is “try¬ 
ing to fulfill our part,” 
as a regional health 
care provider to ensure 
“everyone across our 
region” has access to 
care in the right time 
and right place.

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Prayers For Health And Healing Are Still A Matter For Debate

dying,” said medical 
ethicist Paul Simmons, a 
clinical professor at the 
University of Louisville. 

Whether prayers for 
health or healing actu¬ 
ally work is a matter of 
debate. Study results 
have been mixed. 

But “prayer does 
seem to make a differ¬ 
ence for many, many 
people,” said Dr. Harold 
G. Koenig, director of 
the Center for Spiritual¬ 
ity, Theology and Health 
at the Duke University 
Medical Center in North 
Carolina. “When you ask 
people in difficult life 
circumstances, they will 
say that they’re praying. 
... Whether it’s prayer or 
whether it’s some other 
religious activity, it does 
seem as though it helps 
them.” 

In some studies, reli¬ 
gious activity has been 
“associated with better 
health across the board, 
from better coping to bet¬ 
ter psychological health 
to better social function¬ 
ing, better health behav¬ 
iors and better physical 
health,” said Koenig, a 
psychiatrist. 


Religious activity 
could include things like 
praying, reading the 
Bible, attending reli¬ 
gious services, being 
part of a Bible study or 
prayer group, or volun¬ 
teering for religious rea¬ 
sons, he said. 

However, in the 2006 
book “Blind Faith,” 
author Richard P. Sloan 
rejects the notion that 
religion can cure any¬ 
one. He also highlights 
several problems that 
can occur when people 
try to marry religion 
and medicine. The 
critic notes that ethi¬ 
cal problems can arise 
when physicians try to 
bring religion into clin¬ 
ical care and that reli¬ 
gious inquiries by phy¬ 
sicians can take away 
time from discussing 
things like smoking 
and diet that are known 
to impact the risk for 
some diseases. 

In the book, Sloan, 
an expert in behavioral 
medicine, also criticiz¬ 
es the quality of some 
studies linking religious 
devotion to better health 
and says that “to study 


religion using the meth¬ 
ods of science trivializes 
the transcendent aspects 
of religion.” 

Attempts to study 
prayer have not always 
come out positively, 
though. A study pub¬ 
lished in the American 
Heart Journal in 2006 
found that being prayed 
for by others had no 
effect on complication- 
free recovery from heart 
surgery. And patients 
who knew they were 
being prayed for had a 
higher incidence of com¬ 
plications. 

But a study that Koe¬ 
nig co-authored found 
that able-bodied older 
adults who participated 


in private religious activ¬ 
ity — such as prayer, 
meditation or Bible 
study — survived lon¬ 
ger than those who did 
not participate in such 
activity That study was 
published in 2000 in the 
Journal of Gerontology: 
Medical Sciences. 

Also, a study pub¬ 
lished in JAMA Psychia¬ 
try last year found sug¬ 
gestive evidence, using 
brain MRIs, that religion 
or spirituality may offer 
some protection against 
major depression. The 
“neuroanatomical 
resilience” was seen in 
patients who placed a 
high importance on reli¬ 
gion or spirituality.

Health insurance costs 
will probably jump by 
10 percent or more next 
year for many Kentuck¬ 
ians buying coverage 
through kynect, the state- 
run insurance exchange 
created under the federal 
Affordable Care Act. 

The five providers that 
are returning to Kynect 
have requested average 
rate changes for 2016 that 
range from a decrease of 
9.28 percent (WellCare 
Health Plans of Ken¬ 
tucky) to an increase of 
25.1 percent (Kentucky 
Health Cooperative). 

Two other companies 
offering insurance plans 
in the private market¬ 
place that comply with 
requirements of the 
health law requested rate 
increases of 9.93 percent 
and 11.5 percent. 

In addition, three new 
companies have said 


they plan to offer insur¬ 
ance plans that comply 
with requirements of the 
health law on kynect and 
in the private market¬ 
place. Three others said 
they also will begin offer¬ 
ing such plans, but only in 
the private marketplace. 

The rate requests 
were released June 3 by 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Insurance. 
The requests are being 
reviewed by state actuar¬ 
ies, and changes might 
occur. The rates will be 
finalized in mid-July, 
insurance department 
spokeswoman Ronda 
Sloan said. 

Kentucky is one of 
only a few states that 
have so far publicly 
released requested rate 
increases, but rates 
appear to be going up 
across the country, said 
Cynthia Cox, associate 
director of health reform 
and private insurance 
for the non-profit health 


Lowe’s Snakebite Victim

A man bitten by a 
snake June 1 at Lowe’s 
Home Improvement 
on Hopkinsville’s Fort 
Campbell Boulevard has 
been released from the 
hospital after officials at 
Jennie Stuart Medical 
Center determined the 
snake was not poison¬ 
ous, hospital spokesman 
Steve King said Tuesday. 

According to reports 
from WHOP radio, the 
snake was estimated to be 
about 3 feet long and was 
hiding around some pal¬ 
lets holding mulch and 
dirt when it bit the man. 

Patty Cooper posted a 
photo of the store on her 
Facebook page. In a cap¬ 
tion attached to the photo, 


she said she was inside the 
store when the man was 
bitten but did not actually 
see the snake herself. 

“I was too chicken to 
look at the snake,” Coo¬ 
per wrote. “They killed 
it immediately and put it 
in a shopping cart. When 
the ambulance came 
someone put it into a bag 
and I guess they took it 
to the hospital too so they 
could try to identify what 
kind it was. I hate snakes 
and I would have freaked 
if I had seen it.” 

King said the snake 
turned out to be a chick¬ 
en snake, a generic term 
used to refer to at least 
five different species of 
snake, all harmless to 
humans and indigenous 
to North America.

“We really won’t know 
complete information for 
every state until open 
enrollment begins” in 
the fall, she said. 

Kentucky is unusual, 
she said, in that five new 
providers plan to sell 
insurance in Kentucky 
next year. The average 
increase across the coun¬ 
try is one new insurer 
per state. 

Some of those new 
insurers may undercut 
previous rates offered in 
Kentucky, she said. 

Sloan said federal sta¬ 


tistics show that insur¬ 
ance companies in Indi¬ 
ana have requested aver¬ 
age increases ranging 
from 13.24 percent to 26.5 
percent. In Ohio, request¬ 
ed increases ranged from 
11.76 percent to 37.66 per¬ 
cent, she said. 

In a statement to the 
Herald-Leader, Gov. Steve 
Beshear said an average 
increase does not trans¬ 
late directly into prices 
going up for individuals. 
Rates vary depending 
on the provider, where 
a person lives, whether 
they smoke and the size 
of their family, he noted. 


In addition, most peo¬ 
ple who buy insurance 
plans through Kynect 
will be eligible for pay¬ 
ment assistance. 

U.S. Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell said in a statement 
that the looming rate 
increases reflect a “bro¬ 
ken promise” and that 
the “unworkable law” 
needs to be repealed. 

Joe Smith, chair¬ 
man of the Board of 
Kentucky Health Coop¬ 
erative, said the compa¬ 
ny’s request for a 25.1 
percent rate increase is 
necessary because many 
of those with complex 


health issues who were 
previously covered by 
the state’s high-risk 
insurance pool switched 
to Kentucky Health. 
That means the company 
insures some of the sick¬ 
est people who are the 
most expensive to treat. 

He also said the com¬ 
pany’s proposed rates are 
“competitive and in some 
cases still lower than 
those filed by most of our 
competitors.” He added 
that state review of the 
requested rates means 
“decisions on premium 
rates cannot be made uni¬ 
laterally by the insurer.”

Making an arrest of 
someone who is intoxi¬ 
cated and riding a lawn 
mower down a city 
street is not something 
that happens too often 
— although Jerry Davis 
now has been stopped 
twice for DUI while on a 
mower. 

Ennis arrested Davis, 
63, early in the night 
on June 3 at the cor¬ 
ner of 14th and Mul¬ 
berry streets after he 
was spotted riding on a 
John Deere lawn trac¬ 
tor. Police received a call 
minutes earlier about an 
intoxicated man driving 
a mower in the 1100 block 
of Mulberry Street after 
he had finished cutting 
grass. 

When stopped, Davis 
left the mower and “could 
hardly stand and rested 
against my police car,” 
according to an arrest 
citation. 

According to the cita¬ 
tion, Davis admitted to 
“drinking all day.” A 
breathalyzer test found 


his blood-alcohol con¬ 
tent was 0.18, the report 
states. 

“He was unsteady 
on his feet, had an odor 
of alcoholic beverages 
about him, staggered and 
stumbled,” according 
to the citation. He also 
failed to recite the alpha¬ 
bet in sequence begin¬ 
ning with the letter “E” 
and failed to count back¬ 
ward from 43, the report 
states. 

Ennis said this is the 
second time Davis has 
been charged with oper¬ 
ating a non-motor vehi¬ 
cle under the influence. 

Davis was released 
Wednesday afternoon 
from the Hardin County 
Detention Center on an 
unsecured $500 bond. He 
is scheduled to appear at 
9:30 a.m. July 13 in Har¬ 
din District Court.

Historic sites are important to state

It’s time to catch our breath 
after a busy month of heritage- 
based events in May - starting 
with the Kentucky Derby, followed 
by National Travel and Tourism 
Week, then more festivals, street 
fairs, spring flings, May Days and 
celebrations of bourbon, music, 
food, art, cars, hikes, bikes and 
horses than any one person could 
possibly take in. 

The Kentucky Heritage Coun¬ 
cil and communities around the 
state also sponsored activities to 
commemorate May as National 
Historic Preservation Month, an 
annual observance first champi¬ 
oned by the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation in 1973. 
Preservation Month is seen as an 
opportunity to demonstrate how 
historic places fuel heritage tour¬ 
ism and local economic revitaliza¬ 
tion, and to raise awareness about 
why historic sites are important 
to our shared heritage and worthy 
of preservation. 

Events ranged from house 
tours, to educational programs, 
to awards highlighting places that 
have been saved from the wreck¬ 
ing ball or demolition by neglect. 
Many of these transformations 
are dramatic and demonstrate that 
buildings often deemed beyond 
preservation are, in fact, not. 

While the idea for Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Month is to celebrate suc¬ 
cesses and focus on the positive, 
some years the act of “celebrating” 
is not always in order. Kentucky 
communities continue to lose 
historic buildings and sites at an 
alarming rate - the very tangible 
assets that tell the unique story 
of our state’s history, and create 
a reason for people to come here 
seeking an authentic experience. 

It seems clear that by repair¬ 
ing, reusing and celebrating our 


traditional places, we 
encourage sustained 
vibrancy and pride 
in our communities. 

Who can argue that 
redevelopment proj - 
ects like 21c Museum 
Hotels, National His¬ 
toric Landmarks like 
Churchill Downs 
and Keeneland, local 
landmarks like the 
Beecher Hotel in Som¬ 
erset, or historic Main 
Streets in communi¬ 
ties like Maysville and 
Paducah do not signif¬ 
icantly contribute to 
the local and state economy? 

Time and again, projects that 
maintain or incorporate histor¬ 
ic buildings are found to enrich 
and enhance a community’s sense 
of place. Think about all the fun 
events that happen here during 
May and throughout the year. How 
many of these take place at his¬ 
toric sites or in historic build¬ 
ings, along historic Main Streets, 
at state parks, protected battle¬ 
fields, or along lakes and rivers 
traversed by historic bridges? 

For communities of all sizes 
with the vision and will to honor 
their past, the Kentucky Heritage 
Council’s Main Street Program 
has proven that historic build¬ 
ings can be huge assets, given the 
proper investment of time and 
effort, and of course, money. Since 
1979 this program can document 
$3.86 billion of private investment 
leveraged and supported by pub¬ 
lic funds, impacting more than 
100 communities over nearly four 
decades - all of which would look 
very different today without this 
intervention. I am clearly biased, 
but I believe Kentucky is home to 
some of the most beautiful and 
inviting downtowns in the coun¬ 
try. Interesting architecture com¬ 


bined with a strong 
sense of place, an 
entrepreneurial spirit 
and community pride 
are essential ingredi¬ 
ents in each success 
story. 

For buildings listed 
in the National Regis¬ 
ter of Historic Places, 
owners can qualify 
for state and federal 
historic rehabilita¬ 
tion tax credits for 
work certified by this 
agency. These cred¬ 
its can be a substan¬ 
tial dollar-for-dollar 
reduction in income tax liability. 
Our staff also provides techni¬ 
cal and design assistance, works 
with elected officials and Certi¬ 
fied Local Governments to sup¬ 
port preservation planning, and 
partners with others to present 
engaging public forums such as a 
Strong Towns® conference com¬ 
ing up Sept. 23-25 in Louisville. 

Next year marks the 50th anni¬ 
versary of the National Histor¬ 
ic Preservation Act, the legisla¬ 
tion that helped curb destructive 
urban renewal policies and led 
to the establishment of state his¬ 
toric preservation offices. A push 
is being made now to plan events 
all year long and especially during 
Preservation Month, to broaden 
our message and engage a wider 
audience in caring about preserv¬ 
ing Kentucky’s shared heritage 
and building strong, walkable 
and vibrant communities that 
embrace the new while protect¬ 
ing the old. We invite you to learn 
more about what we do, and mark 
your calendars.

Spay or neuter your pets for their own good 


According to the Humane Society of the United 
States, about 2.4 million healthy, adoptable dogs and 
cats — one every 13 seconds — are put down in U.S. 
shelters each year. 

Park in a grocery store parking lot at dusk, sit on 
your porch and watch the landscaping in your neigh¬ 
borhood, linger too long around a trash can at a gas 
station. Chances are, you’ll spot a stray cat or two — 
or more. Chances are they spray your cars or around 
your house or get into your trash looking for food. 

These are just a few of the things that make you 
notice how rampant animal overpopulation is. 

According to the American Veterinary Medical 
Association, the capture, impoundment and eventual 
destruction of unwanted animals costs taxpayers 
and agencies more than a billion dollars a year. 

Also, because of the spread of disease and animal 
waste, stray and free-roaming animals can become a 
public health hazard. 

For the second year, thanks to a $34,000 grant from 
PetSmart Charities, the Nelson County Humane 
Society is able to offer a solution to the growing free- 
roaming, stray cat population. 

According to Morgan Ford, who is overseeing the 
society’s spay and neuter program, the focus is on cats 
that usually are not fixed because people don’t want to 
spend the money, specifically strays, outdoor cats and 
barn cats. 

Not only are the procedures free, the organization 
will go to the property where the cat lives, trap it, bring 
it in for surgery and a rabies vaccine, then return it. 

Given all of that, there’s really no reason not to take 
advantage of the program. It requires no more effort 
than a simple phone call to the Humane Society 

But some people will still not have their owned 
cats fixed and will continue to complain about stray 
cats getting into their trash, but not take the time to 
make that call. 

Apparently it’s required to dispel some other 
myths about spaying or neutering cats to make some 
other excuses moot. 

Some people are afraid the procedure will change 
a cat’s personality That’s false. According to Ford, 
cats are actually more affectionate after being fixed. 
And in the case of barn cats, it has no impact on their 
rodent-hunting ability. 

Some people insist it’s better for a female cat to 
have a litter of kittens before spaying. Actually, evi¬ 
dence says spaying females before their first heat 
makes them healthier. 


Some cat owners don’t want to get their pet fixed 
because it’s a purebred. So are one in four shelter pets. 
And half of them won’t ever go back to another home. 

Added benefits cited by Spay USA of having 
female cats spayed include no heat cycles, meaning 
not attracting male cats; less desire to roam, which 
could result in fewer stray or runaway cats turning 
up in random places; and improved overall health 
and longer lives. 

Added benefits of neutering males include reducing 
or eliminating their need to spray and mark, less desire 
to roam, removing the risk of testicular cancer and 
prostate disease, and a decrease in aggressive behavior. 

Spaying and neutering adds three to five years to 
a cat’s lifespan. 

If you’re truly worried about your pets or your 
neighborhood, all it takes is one phone call. Some¬ 
one else will truly do all the work for you. Help the 
Humane Society put their grant to good use and help 
keep the cat population under control.

State is cutting too much from education 


As gubernatorial hopefuls Matt Bevin and Jack 
Conway crisscross the state promising to create jobs, 
they should be asked this at every stop: How would 
they revive the progress Kentucky had been making 
in graduating young people from college? 

Almost every state cut funding for higher educa¬ 
tion after the 2008 economic collapse. But few have 
slashed as deeply as Kentucky, where state revenue 
chronically falls short of need, largely because an 
antiquated tax system is in desperate need of reform. 

While others have been restoring higher-ed fund¬ 
ing, Kentucky is still cutting — $179 per student in 
2014-15, the most of any state, according to the Center 
on Budget and Policy Priorities. 

It shows. 

After the 1997 Higher Education Reform Act 
infused colleges and universities with new fund¬ 
ing and purpose, they achieved dramatic results. 
From 2000 to 2009, Kentucky ranked first for 
growth in four-year graduation rates, second for 
associate degree attainment and third for growth 
in three-year graduation rates from community 
colleges. 

After cuts of $178 million over the last six years, 
we’re stalling out: The state’s pace of improvement 
fell to 41st, 24th and 44th respectively in the three 
categories. 


Both analyses by the National Center for Higher 
Education Management Systems were commissioned 
by Kentucky’s Council on Postsecondary Education. 

Since 2008, tuition nationally and in Kentucky has 
soared by an average of 28 percent while real median 
income fell. 

Student debt has climbed. But the value of federal 
Pell Grants, the largest source of need-based finan¬ 
cial aid, has fallen. The maximum aid grant now 
covers roughly 30 percent of the average cost of a 
four-year public college, the lowest share in 40 years, 
according to the Washington-based center. 

This eroding support for educating Americans is 
economic suicide in a competitive world. 

Meanwhile, Kentucky struggles to catch up at 
home. Our college attainment rate is about 28 per¬ 
cent versus a 33 percent U.S. average. 

Kentucky is still increasing college graduates, 
but undergraduate enrollment fell last year by 2.5 
percent. The largest decline was among commu¬ 
nity college students, those most affected by tuition 
increases and declining financial aid. 

Kentucky cannot compete for good jobs without 
a better educated populace. Remind your would-be 
governors of that at every turn.

Paul's stand on NSA may cost him politically 


Does it bother you to think that somewhere in 
a government database there is a record no one 
will ever look at that shows someone at your phone 
number called your mother’s phone number a week 
ago? 

Does it bother you to think that recently some¬ 
one who will fly on a plane with you next week 
could have called al-Qaida’s chief bomb-maker from 
here in the U.S. and the government would have no 
record of it? 

Our take is that the first scenario doesn’t bother 
us much if it prevents the second. But it is objec¬ 
tions to the first scenario by a number of members 
of Congress, perhaps most notably Kentucky Sen. 
Rand Paul, that led to the expiration of the Patriot 
Act early last week. With that came the suspension 
of a National Security Agency program that elec¬ 
tronically sifts through domestic phone records to 
flag domestic calls to contacts thought to be hostile 
to the United States. 

President Barack Obama and Senate Major¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell pushed hard to either 
renew or extend the Patriot Act — and with it the 
NSA phone surveillance program — but those efforts 
fell apart. Paul’s efforts to end the NSA program 
played a big part in that. 

Paul’s political maneuvering hasn’t won him 
many friends among his fellow Senate Republicans. 
Sen. John McCain, noting Paul’s role as a Republican 
candidate for president, said Paul places “a higher 
priority on his fundraising and his ambitions than 
on the security of the nation.” 

Paul even forced a delay in passage by the Senate 
of an alternative bill, previously approved by the 
House, called the USA Freedom Act. Under that bill, 
which the Senate finally passed Tuesday, the NSA 
program will be reinstituted, but only for a period 
of between six months and a year. After that time 
private telecommunications companies will keep 
the phone records and the NSA will have to obtain 
subpoenas in order to review them. 


Paul says the USA Freedom Act doesn’t go 
far enough, and that’s why he hamstrung efforts 
Monday to pass the legislation. For the record, 
we think it is Paul who has gone too far. We think 
his posture will ultimately hurt him, both in his 
campaign for the Republican presidential nomina¬ 
tion and in his parallel effort to be re-elected to 
the U.S. Senate. 

But we don’t begrudge him his right to his views, 
which are sincere. Paul is a libertarian at heart, 
and the idea of the government keeping records of 
domestic phone calls offends his philosophy of the 
proper boundaries of its role in a democracy. It’s 
not so much what the government is doing with the 
information as what it could do with it that troubles 
Paul. 

We don’t make light of the core debate. We have 
long believed the federal government is too large 
and too intrusive into the private lives of citizens. 
But one also has to acknowledge the realities of the 
post-9/11 world. The U.S. is at war with multiple 
terror organizations across the globe that want to 
carry out strikes against civilians on American 
soil. In that scenario the balance between personal 
liberties and government intrusion becomes more 
difficult. 

Consider for instance the steps one has to go 
through to get on a commercial airplane these days. 
It’s inconvenient, time-consuming, and has produced 
more than a few outrage stories. But surveys show 
fliers by a large majority prefer the extra security to 
the risk posed by the alternative. 

In the end we think that’s the way many Ameri¬ 
cans view the NSA monitoring program as well. In 
other times it would be offensive, but it is prudent 
for the times we live in. Paul, in his opposition to the 
program, is being true to his principles. But we think 
that will hurt him politically, particularly among the 
conservatives who dominate his home state’s elector¬ 
ate.

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Funding Will Help Provide Bicycle Trail To Pennyrile 


Gov. Steve Beshear 
announced last week that 
Dawson Springs will receive 
federal funding totaling 
$84,231 for a project to expand 
transportation choices in the 
community. 

The funding is through 
the federal Transporta¬ 
tion Alternatives Program. 
It will be used to complete 
the first phase of a bicycle 
trail between Pennyrile State 
Resort Park and Dawson 
Springs. This phase will begin 
at the Dawson Springs Trail- 


head at the intersection of 
U.S. 62 and Ky. 109 and extend 
nearly three miles on various 
roads until reaching the coun¬ 
ty line on Old Hospital Road. 

The entire bike trail is 
designed to be completed in 
four phases. Once the project 
is complete, it will be 7 to 8 
miles long and connect the 
city of Dawson Springs to the 
resort park, providing a major 
link in the bicycle network in 
and around Dawson Springs.

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Does case against Carolina echo in the Bluegrass? 


North Carolina is officially on the 
NCAA clock. Respond within 90 days 
(from May 20) to a 59-page notice of 
allegations that include accusation of 
worst offenses: Academic fraud and 
lack of institutional control. 

Five major violations Carolina 
administrators vigorously tried to 
confine to academic misdeeds and not 
athletics. 

What relevance in Kentucky? Three 
decades ago, amid derisive cacklings 
from fans Chapel Hill to Louisville 
and magazine covers, University of 
Kentucky basketball was in the (NCAA) 
dock, found guilty and punished for 
much the same things. 

V If Carolina is found guilty of the 
most shameful allegations, we will see if sanctions 
amount to wrist slap or rise to level of the hammer job 
on UK in the late 1980. 

Of the five allegations that reach back to early 
1990s, reading between the lines: Points two, three 
and four amount to take-the-fall-for-the-program(s) on 
officials who have retired, resigned or gone elsewhere, 
including the school president, director of athletics 
and football coaches. 

Alleged violations number one and five are enough 
to cause UNC officials to quake and basketball coaches 
to lawyer up, prepare for plausible deniability That 
the NCAA letter does not accuse basketball coach Roy 
Williams, one can conclude that “ignorance to goings 
on” will be an acceptable defense. 

Scenario: Still, the idea is intriguing — see Williams 
arrive at NCAA headquarters in Indianapolis in crisp 
slacks, best white shirt, blue tie and sky blue blazer, 
professorial rimless glasses and briefcase and Johnny 
Appleseed face ready to persuade NCAA officials, "... I 
did not know any of this was going on and so I am not 
responsible and should not be held accountable.” 

There is precedent for the ignorance defense of 
course, which the NCAA can apply to give Williams a 
pass. 

Meanwhile, with 90 days to respond (from May 20) 
Carolina officials will have most difficulty explaining: 

V Violation number one: The institution provided 
impermissible benefits to student athletes. 

And... 

V Number five: The institution exhibited a lack 
of institutional control in regard to the special 
arrangements constituting impermissible benefits 


athletics academic counselors and staff within 
African and Afro-American Studies (AFRI/ 
AFAM) department provided to student-athletes. 

Having read Cheated, a poignant expose by 
Jay Smith and former UNC academic official 
Mary Willingham about basketball and football 
players at Carolina, I believe, if the NCAA 
applies same justice to Carolina basketball as 
it did Kentucky three decades ago, the school’s 
two revenue producing programs are headed 
for probation, loss of scholarships and maybe 
forfeiture of wins. 

Moreover, institutionalized cheating — paper 
classes, gift grades to sustain player eligibility 
and collective look-the-other-way deniability by 
athletics officials at Chapel Hill — demonstrate 
how these things can be accomplished in secret 
at other big-time college sports programs. 

North Carolina, according to Smith and 
Willingham’s book, enrolled at least one basketball 
player who, it was discovered, could neither read or 
write. But he could play 

Flaws in the system that can be managed. 

V Because a college student-athlete’s class load and 
course selections are confidential by law, legitimate 
progress toward a degree are subject to manipulation 
by those whose incentive is to keep him/her eligible — 
coaches and administrators. 

V And, a program prone to boast about team grade 
point average but not required to reveal individual 
players’ GPA, lends itself to distortion. For instance, 
names of walk-ons and bench warmers frequently dot 
honor rolls and academic progress reports, but not 
scholarship players. 

North Carolina. Stay tuned.

Young wildlife best left undisturbed

Encounters with young wildlife increase in spring 
as people spend more time outdoors. 

An unattended deer fawn curled up in tall grass. A 
litter of rabbits discovered alone in the backyard. A 
baby bird furiously flapping its wings but struggling 
to get off the ground. 

It’s human nature to want to take matters into your 
own hands in such instances. After all, we see and 
read stories about firefighters rescuing kittens from 
burning houses or technical rescue teams saving hors¬ 
es and livestock that have fallen into icy ponds. In 
nature, however, human intervention is not always 
what is best for wildlife. 

“This is the time of year when white-tailed deer 
and other animals have their young,” said Gabe 
Jenkins, deer and elk program coordinator with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“It’s best to leave them alone.” 

The Information Center at Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s headquarters fields about 100,000 phone calls 
and upward of 40,000 emails from the public each year. 
Invariably, spring brings an influx of communications 
from well-intentioned people concerned about young 
wildlife seemingly abandoned by their parents. 

This coincides with the peak of deer fawning sea¬ 
son. 

Newborn deer spend much of their time bedded 
down until they are about a month old and strong 
enough to follow their mother. Their reddish-brown 
coat patterned with pale spots helps camouflage them 
in dappled sunlight. 

“Just like human babies, they’re small, weak and 
need time to grow,” Jenkins said. “They eat, they sleep 
and that’s about it. The more they venture out and 
move around, the greater the chances are of them 
being preyed upon. Mom puts them in a spot or leaves 
them. The more she comes back and spends time there 
the more she brings her scent to that spot. The fawns 
are essentially scentless.” 

The mother deer will visit her fawn to nurse and 
typically does not stray far from it between feedings. 
The separation may alarm somebody who discovers 
an unattended fawn but it helps divert predators’ 
attention away from the baby deer. 

“Momma didn’t abandon them,” Jenkins said. “She 
placed them there. She knows where they’re at, or is 
very close, and she will come back.” 

In instances where a fawn has been calling for its 
mother for several hours with no response, is obvious¬ 
ly injured, or where the mother deer was observed 


The Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources is using an online questionnaire to gather 
additional public input about the future of quail resto¬ 
ration efforts in the state. 

Department biologists, realizing that simply stock¬ 
ing birds was not effective, crafted a 10-year restora¬ 
tion plan which focused efforts on improving habitat 
in six areas of the state. 

Researchers earlier this year issued their five-year 
benchmark report on efforts to date. They followed up 
the report with a series of public meetings to listen to 
ideas from the public about where to take these efforts

being hit by a car, a call should be placed to a wildlife 
rehabilitator. 

“We don’t want you to go pick it up and hold it or 
keep it,” Jenkins said. “They are wild animals.” 

Orphaned and injured wildlife may be possessed 
only by a permitted wildlife rehabilitator. A search¬ 
able list of these rehabilitators is available on 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s website at fw.ky.gov. 
Click on the “Wildlife” tab and choose “Injured & 
Orphaned Wildlife” from the dropdown menu. Only 
persons with a captive cervid permit may keep deer in 
captivity 

Landowners who encounter a deer fawn that is in 
the way while cutting hay or mowing can be moved a 
short distance out of the way The mother should still 
be able to find the fawn when she returns to nurse it. 

Encounters with rabbit nests in suburban settings 
are fairly common this time of year. 

“Rabbits can start nesting as early as February and 
they’ll go throughout the spring and summer 


over the next five years. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife is now posting an 
online questionnaire on the future of the plan so that 
more people can offer their input. 

The questionnaire is available on the department’s 
website at fwkygov. 

Participants should consider reading the bench¬ 
mark report to better understand the efforts made 
since the project started in 2010. The report is avail¬ 
able online at the department’s website. 

The questionnaire will remain online for public 
comment through June 30. 


months,” said Ben Robinson, small game biologist 
with Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “Maybe somebody 
stumbles across a litter of rabbits in their yard or in 
their field and they call and wonder what to do. Many 
times nothing needs to be done.” 

Placing a flag or a stake near the area can help 
mark the nest site for reference when mowing in the 
future. 

“Unless something traumatic has happened to the 
mother, they’re probably close by,” Robinson said. “So 
they’re going to do just fine taking care of those 
babies. So the best thing you can do is leave them 
alone.” 

Wildlife have successfully reared their young for 
ages relying on instincts that have evolved over time. 
It’s best to observe them, not handle them. People are 
no substitute for natural wildlife parents.

BREAKING THROUGH 

Martin Truex Jr. finally returns to Victory Lane at Pocono 


I t was frustrating, no doubt, for Martin Truex Jr. and the 
Furniture Row Racing team these last few weeks. His car 
had been the fastest for three consecutive Sprint Cup races 
but there was no trophy to show for it, no 
champagne-soaked driving suits to wash. 

“It would be easy the last three weeks to get down 
and to hang your head and to make excuses and hon¬ 
estly just be disappointed,” Truex said of his team, 
and somewhat of himself. “But they weren’t. They 
were excited.” 

And they should have been excited. Before Sunday, Truex was 
off to the best start of his Sprint Cup career driving for a unique 
team with a unique strategy. Furniture Row Racing makes its home 
in Denver, thousands of miles from NASCAR’s unofficial home¬ 
town of Charlotte, N.C., and uses a strong technical alliance with 
Richard Childress Racing to avoid the pitfalls of racing as a single¬ 
car team against vast multi-car empires. 

Truex’s first season with the team last year was rocky at best. 
He finished 24th in the final point standings and led just one lap. 
But this year Truex had finished outside the top 10 just once in 
the season’s first 13 races and had led 389 laps. The win column, 
however, remained at zero. 

After a fourth consecutive race filled with domination by that 
primer black No. 78, the win came. Truex scored his third career 
victory Sunday at Pocono Raceway — finally getting that celebra¬ 
tion that seemed so long in the making. 

“(The team) knew we were going to get this win, and they knew 
we were going to get it soon, and they worked hard,” Truex said. 
“They didn’t lose focus of how we got to where we’re at, and hon¬ 
estly, that’s what pushed us over the edge and was able to make 
the difference.” 

The win serves as a validation for just how good Truex and the 
No. 78 have been in the first half of the regular season. He’s been 
second in the point standings to last year’s Cup champion Kevin 
Harvick for the last five weeks. 

The victory also goes a lot deeper for the veteran from Mayetta, 
N.J. Truex was the primary victim of the 2013 Michael Waltrip 
Racing race-fixing scandal at Richmond International Raceway. 
He played no on-track role in the scheme that tried to guarantee 
his entry to NASCAR’s postseason system that year, but he was 
eventually banned from the Chase for the Sprint Cup, and major 
sponsor NAPA Auto Parts left at the end of the season. Truex went 
from a race-winning season in a top-performing team to rideless 
in the span of about a month. Fortunately, the No. 78 had an open 
seat due to the departing Kurt Busch. 

“I knew it was going to be a tough road to get back. I felt at the 
time — I felt lucky,” Truex said.

felt really fortunate that there was a great ride open with the No.

Nothing went our way, noth¬ 
ing - we had no speed,” Truex said. “We couldn’t 
make the cars work; they felt terrible to me. They 
were so inconsistent. You just never knew what you 
were going to get.” 

To make it to Victory Lane — Sunday’s win was 
Truex’s first since winning at Sonoma Raceway in June 2013 — 
Truex held off Kevin Harvick during the final 16-lap run to the 
finish of the 160-lap, 400-mile race. He led a race-high 97 laps but 
again had a moment where his strong car looked like it may have 
been beaten by other teams opting for alternate pit strategy. Truex 
dropped to 16th near the race’s halfway point. 

“I was like, ‘Oh, man, this doesn’t look good,”’ Truex said. “Six¬ 
teenth at Pocono is a pretty tough place to restart. Clean air is 
so big, and we just were able to have a good restart, get the right 
lane, and once we got up to fifth, within just a few laps, I was like, 
alright, now we’re definitely in the catbird seat.”

Limiting Sugar Is No-Brainer 

DEAR DR. ROACH: Medical advice is 
to reduce sugar consumption. Does this 
apply to 100 percent fruit juices, fresh 
fruit, sweetened cereal products or 
other fruit-sweetened products? - R.B. 

ANSWER: I think it makes sense 
to limit sugar intake, as most North 
Americans take in remarkably large 
quantities of sugar. This week, while 
giving a lecture at the medical school, 
I noticed that the carbonated sodas 
served contained 45 grams of added 
sugar per can. That’s more than the 
American Heart Association recom¬ 
mends in a day (no more than 25 grams 
of added sugar per day for women, 40 
grams a day for men)! Be careful of 
products that claim to be sweetened 
by fruit juice or fruit sugar; this still 
counts as added sugar. 

I do make an exception for fruits, 
as the body processes natural sugars 
from fruit differently. You can try this 
out at home by eating four medium- 
size oranges or drinking its equivalent 
in an 8-ounce (250 ml) glass of orange 
juice. I think you will find a big differ¬ 
ence in how full you feel. 

Although reducing sugar is critical 
for diabetics and is very important 
for anyone trying to lose weight, even 
for people with no sugar or weight 
problems, the evidence is accumulat¬ 
ing that eating too much added sugar 
increases future risk for heart disease 
and diabetes. 

Diabetes has become epidemic in 
North America. The booklet on it 
provides insight on its diagnosis and 
treatment.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have statin 
myopathy. I am in pure agony. I am tak¬ 
ing muscle relaxants and pain reliev¬ 
ers. The muscles all over my body ache. 
I have had pain for two months. Do you 
have any advice or remedies? - B.A. 

ANSWER: Statin drugs are used 
to reduce risk for people with an 
increased chance for heart attack, 
depending on cholesterol levels, blood 
pressure, family history and other risk 
factors for coronary heart disease. As 
many as 9 percent of people treated 
with statins have muscle aches, which 
can be severe. 

The treatment is stopping the statin. 
After stopping, the average time for 
symptoms to get better is two months. 
Only 7 percent have symptoms after 
six months. Coenzyme Q-10 has shown 
promise as a treatment for statin myop¬ 
athy, in the dose of 200 mg a day, once 
daily or divided. It doesn’t work for 
everybody.

DEAR DR. ROACH: Recently I was 
told that the “new way” to take blood 
pressure readings was to hold your 
arm against your chest and over your 
heart. I have not seen this on the Web 
anywhere. Is this true? - W.S. 

ANSWER: It’s not so new: We have 
long known that the arm should be at 
the same height as the heart. The arm 
also should be supported. Otherwise, 
the readings will be slightly (or not so 
slightly) off.

Murray was ranked 
the best Kentucky town 
to live in, and Paducah 
placed fifth, in the 2015 
Best Places to Live rank¬ 
ings compiled by the 
website niche.com. 

According to Mark 
Tressler, a vice presi¬ 
dent with the Pittsburgh- 
based research site, a 
number of data sources 
are used, including the 
U.S. Census Bureau’s 
American Community 
Survey and FBI crime 
statistics, to assess the 
livability and quality of 
life of towns with popula¬ 
tions of less than 100,000. 

In the Best Towns 
rankings, factors include 
things to do, easiest com¬ 
mute, education, commu¬ 
nity, housing, jobs, crime 
and safety, health and fit¬ 
ness, outdoor activities, 
and weather. 

Murray State Univer¬ 
sity ranked third among 
colleges in the common¬ 
wealth, behind the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky and the 
University of Louisville. 

The website started in 
2002 as a tool to help stu¬ 
dents and families pick 
a college, Tressler said. 
This year it expanded its 
rankings to include data 
for the best towns, cities 
and suburbs to live in 
nationwide. 

Murray and Paducah 
placed in the top 10 in 
four of 11 town-related 
categories. Paducah was 
ranked first, and Murray 
10th, in the Best Towns 


for Millenials; Murray 
was ranked third, and 
Paducah fifth, in Towns 
with the Best Commu¬ 
nity; and Paducah was 
ranked fifth, and Murray 
eighth, for Towns with 
the Most Things to Do. 

Aaron Dail, president/ 
CEO of the Murray-Cal- 
loway County Chamber 
of Commerce, said his 
organization was aware 
of Murray’s designation 
as the top town and has 
started publicizing it. 

According to Dail, 
the Murray ranking 
“is another jewel in the 
crown” that helps both 
in the retention of peo¬ 
ple and also recruitment 
of potential businesses. 
Murray State’s recogni¬ 
tion is also a positive, he 
said.
